Nr.w York, July 1. — TLo recent 
rensus of Ireland shows that in souio 
districts in Conn.aught and Mun.ster 
whole villages are almost depopulated. 
In all the population has been terribly 
thinned out. In West Cork, on tlie 
va.st estate of the Countess of Kingston 
there are two hainlotR absolutely desert- 
ed. The little village of Knock, county 
Mayo, where Virgin Mary is said to 
have appeared, contained si.\ hundred 
souls in 1841. To tlay, o.xclusiv(^ of 
])ilgrims, there are not 300 all told. 
J.,inierick returns tell a siinilor story. 
The roofs arc fallen in; the cabins are 
roofless tenements, the market cross 
broken, grass growing in the streets and 
the silence of desolation. In scores of 
baronies in the west and south nearly 
all the young men and women have 
gone to America or England. Those 
left to till the land are all people who 
prf^fer to die where their fathers died. 
In some parishes the poor house 
contains almost as man}' [)(>o|ilc as 
there are outside of it. The census re 
turns do not, however, itliow the full 
extent of depopulation. At least 12,- 
000 agricultural laborers cross to Eng- 
land and Scotland every year for the 
harvest. They live in Iroiand, but Ire- 
land does not provide them with 
their living.

Anne's church ho managed to keep in 
the air at the average height of twelve 
feet for a quarter of a mile. The ex- 
hibition caused great excitement auJ 
the inventor is proud of his success and 
boasts that he will be able shortly to 
accomplish all desired results. Me ])ro- 
poses flying acro.ss llu; Ottawa river on 
Dominion Day from the tower of par- 
liament building. Clancy has been for 
thirty years at his machine, which he 
will have at once patented.

THE MURDER OF PRKSrDF.X'l^ 
' -'GARFIELD. 

" UUDg be Iho heavens wllli bliok." 

The presjdent of the\4merioaii repul) 
lie/ wli'cTlesi^'tHa'n four iiontbs- aso en 
tered office amidst all the pomp and 
pageantry that civic and militarj dis 
play could lend to tho occasion, now 
lies cold in death in the executive man 
hion at Washington. Ho died by th 
aiisaasin'CltiaUet; and an entire conti 
nent is ^alhed in tears. President 
OARPlEtDiWaa essentially a good man 
and a patriot. He was a bravi> soldiiT, 
an honest politician, an ablo Ht:itc.sui'iii 
and, witbnl, a consistent Cbiistiun am 
a kind and indulgent husb.md ami 
father. Ho bad served hi.s .•ohmuv 
long' and faithfully and he was elov u^'ci 
to the highest otEce in the gift of 
fellow countrymen aa a reward for 
services. lu public life in the L niu d 
States 11 purer man than Oahfiki.d did 
not exist. Ho entered the prcbideiioy, 
after 15 years of public Horvicp, diiriiiL: 
a most corrupt era, a poor man. 11 
called about him a cabinet compo.siHl ut 
men whom he believed he ro.il l trust, 
and began at onco to unearth rascaliii(\s 
that had grown up under preceding 
administrations. As one step towards 
reform ho took tho patronage of tiu 
State of Now York out of tlio liandn of 
Senator OoNKLIXU. After a futile 
struggle the senator, witli liia colleague, 
resigned, and tho two ilirow tbeniselves 
upon the legislature of their stato for 
re-election. Tliey wert! supported bv 
Mr. Arthur, Vice President, of ilu 
United States. After uinny ballutingt 
no result was reached. In the mean 
while the work of reform went .sle.adily 
on. Some very ugly "jobs" wore un 
earthed, and bitter leelingH were engen 
dered by the expo.sure.x, when .suddenly, 
like a bolt out of tho blue, the .stroke; 
which laid OAaKiKLD dead, fell. The 
murderer wius instantly seized, and ho 
oxclaimod that he was " a stalwart ' 
(that is, a supporter of Coxkli.vg), add 
ing, "Artuur is now president.' 
By the constitution of the United 
States, when the jire-sident dien, the 
vice president succeeds him, but the 
impolicy of killing CSaufield to make 
room for CosKLlNO's friend is so ap 
parent that w<) cannot believe a politi- 
can of ordinary senae would be a party 
to the deed. G.\Rni:i.n has fallen a 
victim to an indi.screct fool, who by 
his bad act, has involved not alone him- 
self but Akthcr, Coskuno and all ^ 
their followoca in a common ruin. Un- 1 
der the circum^tan_ce3 AiiTiirit wjU not 
accept the presidency; nay, may not | 
bo an^oWd'T5-doTo~He U)id hi.s friends 
will have to seek safety in flicht. .should 
the impression once become fixed in the 
minds of the public that they were 
privy to tho murder. A great deal de- 
pends upon tho events of tho next few- 
days. Civil war may spring from the 
muzzle of the assassin's pistol, or t! 
country may settle down to a calin con- 
sideration of tho awful tragedy. Our 
own belief is that no prominent per.son 
age was concerned in the affair; but 
many will be blamed nevertheless, and 
the story of OiSSAR's death at Brl'tus' 
hand will be retold and adapted to suit 
this emergency. A great and good 
man has indeed fallen. His wife and 
children will henceforth bo the wards ofS 
the republic; bnt republican institu- 
tions hav'j received a rude shock from 
which they will only recover by the uiost 
delicate handling. To mark the dotes
